4. "The main DOCS (Directia Generola Comtrolul Strainilor - General Directorate for 
the Control of Foreigners) Office, located in the Prefecture Palace (formerly the 
Pr.-fectura Folitlel) on Victoriei Street, together with the CMOB (Comand Amentul 
^llitiei Orasului Bucuresti - Headquarters the Militia of Bucharest) Office, 
supervises the DGCS Office on Nicolae Fillpeecu Street. I am certain of this, 
because when I departed from the RPR and went to pick up my visa and passport 
from the DGCS located on Nicolae Filtpescu Street, that office had to send to 
the DGCS Office in the Prefecture Palace for my case file. Normally, no foreign- 
er has anything to do- with the DGCS on Nicolae Fillpeecu Street, or with the one 
in the Prefecture Palace. All formalities ore token care of by the City Sector 
Circa Mill tie Office for the Control of Foreigners. 

MTh ® Circa de Mill tie P.0. (Guard and Order Militia) : this organization, located 
on bpxoiul Unirei Street, between Iihnari el ancT Suiter Streets, had various sec- 
tions ^indicated on Enclosure B , the P.O. sub-section dealing with order, the 
Judiciary one with thefts, etc. The Militia Office personnel, including the chiefs 
of the various sub-sections, numbered # approximately 12 - 14 persons, all of whom 
belonged to the MAI. Some of them were uniformed, others wore their civilian 
clothes. There were tome women in the Militia; some of these wore uniforms. Nor- 
mally a Captain, a Il-nd ^2nd Lieutenant?_y , or even a Lieutenant was in charge 
t he C irca. Chiefs of the sub-sections were either Lieutenants (Sublocotenent ), or 
SWfgeeurt Majors (Plutomier Major). The total personnel, in numbers, cannot be es- 
timated, since besides the office personnel, militia men, on duty on the streets, 
supervised by the city-sub -sector militia who were in charge, taking care of traf- 
fic, etc., should, be Included;; and X do not know how many of these existed. 

6. ” Ini cresting is the fact that in the same city-sector Militia where the Office far 

the control of Foreigners existed, there was an MSS office. (There wan always one 
office for the Control of Foreigners in each city-sector Militia). There was, of 
course, no ingoriptlon on the door, but I was told that this MSS (sub-) office was 
there, by a me/nber of the Rllltla itself. This was a man whom I used to brlbfr ( c un* 
ga* ) oy giving him, from time to time, 100 Lei. Every Office for the control of 
Foreigners had a so-called c C9rcetori pe teron 8 (gperound investigations) section.

There have been 
canes of people oeing tortured or “beaten by the Militia, hovrever.

Ministry on Ho Balcescu Boulevard, near the former Singer Seeing Machine Store. 

The :..k, has a khaki uniform, the same as that of th^p Militia, except for *he 
ribbon around the cap, which is blue for the MSS and red for the Militia or MAI. 

X think in at the Fire-brigades are dependent upon the MSS. On duty (at a fire), 
the Fire-brigade personnel have the seme unlfonn/as members of the RPR /armed Forces 4 
They v/ear helmets^ and are armed in the same way as soldiers of the RPR are armed.

sonal data* All the remaining pages were divided into two ports, and wagsb. UEMOd for 
visas £ text reads: "the affixing of visas'*^, when permitted. Visas were issued 
with special author! zation, follovring written* application, and allowed one to 
go out of the Bucharest region, /^text reads: "to go out the Bucharest region out- 
skirts M J7 * T* 16 Innt PflLfie contained certain regulations governing the use of the conJ. 

With the issue of the new Ip cards for foreigners, the following taxation fees 
were applied: : 

- Lei 150 for all foreigners who were not in the field of labor, and for *co- 
mercianti* (private business men). 

- Lei 50 foreigners who were ip- l-ator • 

One's passport remains in possession of the Office for the control of Foreign- 
ers. The new TO c*rd replaces the old Adeverlnta, has one year validity, and 
is the sole identification card granted to a foreigner.

1 dlrectia Militiei exists in any raion which supervisee three main sub -sections, 
called Circa de Milltie, for Traffic Control, Control of Foreigners, and Guard and 
Order. There was only one Office for the Control of Foreigners (which had a Se- 
curity Office with it), but the Circa de Mill tie P.O. existed throughout the City 
Sectors, their number depending upon the number of streets supervised. Each Guard 
and Order Militia hod the following sections : supply, traffic control, P*0., econo- 
mic, personnel, Judiciary. 
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
